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Glen Kealey tells all

Shortly after the Tories came to power in 1984, a series of mysterious 
break-ins occurred at Conservative party offices across the country. The 
only things stolen in each case were lists of major donors to the Tory 
election campaign. 

Denis LaPointe was the RCMP officer sent to investigate the break- 
ins. LaPointe never found the thieves. 

The officer would later plead guilty to several counts ofdefrauding the 
federal government in 1 989. In oneincident LaPointe received a $500 000 
bribe to drop an investigation of a corporation suspected of criminal 
activity. In all, LaPointe was found guilty of taking bribes from four 
corporations, including corporate giants Dominion Securities and 
Merrill Lynch. 

“You can draw your own conclusions,” says Glen Kealey, the Hull 
developer who has waged a three-year campaign to show that the Tories 
are running Canada as if it was a “criminal empire.” 

The LaPointe incident shows that high-ranking officers in the na- 
tional police forcearehelpingtheToriesconceal massive corruption, he 
said. Kealey suggested it was LaPointe himself who broke into the Tory 
offices, in order to remove incriminating documents. 

“Who was on those contributors’ lists,” Kealey asked. “We’ll never 
know.” 

Last July, Kealey made headlines after filing criminal charges against 
13 top-level Tory bureaucrats and politicians, along with two senior 
RCMP officers and one retired RCMP official. 

On Monday, Ontario Crown prosectors rejected all but one of the 
charges of corruption. They said further charges could follow, pending 
a more thorough investigation of what they called “a conspiracy” to 
defraud the government. Kealey said in response that he has “never 
heard of a conspiracy of one.” 

On the surface, it appeared like Kealey had merely stumbled onto a 
few greedy officials skimming a percentage off federal contracts. 

But Kealey tried to show that the corruption goes beyond that.

"The business of running the Ca- 
nadian government is the business 
of running a criminal operation for 
the benefit of foreign bankers," 
Kealey told the Daily yesterday. 

“The Tories are experts in sleaze, 
especially the gang brought in by 
Mulroney from St-Xavier univer- 
sity. They have a real business acu- 
men for it.” 

According to Kealey, the Tories 
stoleorgaveaway enough money to 



pay off the entire national debt. 
Kealey estimated that federal offi- 
cials skim off from five to 1 5 per cent 
on every single government con- 
tract into their own coffers. 

"For example, where do you sup- 
pose Mila Mulroney gets all the 
money to fill her closets with such 
expensive clothes,” Kealey asked. 
“There’s no way Brian could afford 
it on S80 000 a year, which is what 
he earns after taxes."

expenses, their household income 
must be supplemented by at least 
S50 000 a month, Kealey said. 

To support his claims Kealey 
made reference to the striking Pub- 
licService Allianceof Canada, which 
in August called for a Parliamentary 
inquiry to investigate government 
corruption. The NDP later sec- 
onded a call by PSAC President 
Daryl Bean to probe secretive proc- 
ess by which the government con- 
tracts out $5 billion in services each 
year. 

As further evidence of systematic 
corruption, Kealey pointed to the 



12 Tory cabinet ministers who have 
already left the government amidst 
corruption charges since 1984. 

One was Suzanne Blais-Grenier, 
a junior Transport minister who 
resigned from office in 1985 after 
accusations of highrolling in Eu- 
rope. 

In 1988, Blais-Grenier wrote an 
articleinthe Journal de Montréal, in 
which she alleged that the Tories 
had a systematic five per cent kick- 
back scheme operating in Québec. 

“Certain government contracts 
involve tens, indeed hundreds of 
millions of dollars. I’m not talking

of a mere $1000 passed under the 
table,” she said. 

“I am convinced that this (pa- 
tronage and kickbacks) exists in an 
organized fashion here and could 
be brought to light with an adequate 
inquiry.” 

Blais-Grenier also said that a 
criminal inquiry would not bring 
to light the extent of the corruption 
because of “the particular methods 
that such an exercise requires and 
the type of proofs required.” The 
best investigation would result from 
a Royal Commission, similar to the 
Iran /contra investigation con- 
ducted by the U.S. Congress. 

Another disgraced Tory was MP 
Michael Gravel, who pleaded guilty 
to 1 5 counts of fraud and influence 
peddling in 1986. He had originally 
been charged with 50 counts of 
criminal activity. 

Gravel maintained throughout 
his trial that former Supply and 
Services minister Roch LaSalle was 
also implicated in receiving kick- 
backs on government contracts. 

LaSalle was finally charged on 
Monday for demandinga bribe and 
conspiring to defraud the federal 
government. Kealey accused On- 
tario prosecutors of political 
motivations for not charging the 
other Tories, but seemed optimis- 
tic. 

“For two years the police refused 
to lay charges against I^iSalle. So it’s 
finally one down, and 15 to go.”

Gay and lesbian 
employees form 
national coalition

A McGill group voted 
last Monday to join 
Canada’s first national 
coalition of Lesbian and 
Gay employees’ associa- 
tions. 

“The coalition has 
enormous potential,” 
said Robert Head, the 
president of the Lesbian 
and Gay Employees of 
McGill (LAGEM) and 
pro-tern chair of the new 
national coalition. “I ex- 
pect that it will be very 
sucessful in establishing 
a national presence.” 

McGill’s LAGEM is 
one of the foundingmembersofthecoalition. 
The Gay and Lesbian employees association 
at Bell Canada Enterprises is another. The 
B.C. Hospital Employees Union; the Asso- 
ciation of Gays and Lesbians of Ottawa; and 
Pink Triangle Services in Ontario have also 
responded enthusiastically, said Head. 

“The coalition will function as an 
umberella organization,” said Head. "Our 
first goal will be to concentrate on building 
and consolidating the organization.” 

Coalition organizers will soon meet with 
members of CUPE. 

“We have a good shot at getting a lot of 
support from organized labour,” said Head. 
“Gays and Lesbians haven’t historically been 



well represented within 
unions. The coalition will 
give unions a chance to 
align themselves with an 
appropriate organiza- 
tion.” 

The offices of Svend 
Robinson, NDP MP from 
Burnaby, have also given 
the new coalition support 
and encouragement, ac- 
cording to Head. 

The coalition plans to 
assemble a national list- 
ing of Gay and Lesbian 
employee organizations; 
provide a forum for tele- 
conferencing; run a 
newsletter; organize sup- 
port services; and lobby 
employers and all levels of government. 

The membership of most member asso- 
ciations in the coalition is confidential, and 
there is no way to determine the number of 
people it represents. “But,” notes Head, “Bell 
Canada Enterprises alone has 50 000 em- 
ployees, so you can be sure the coalition 
represents a large constituency." 

LAGEM, McGill’s Lesbian and Gay asso- 
ciation, also broke fresh ground when it was 
founded in February 1990. “It was the world’s 
first gay and lesbian staff organization, as far 
as I know,” said Head. 

Head said that LAGEM’s membership 
has been growing steadily since it was 
founded. 




MUNICIPAL BRIEFS

To keep its readers on top of municipal 
affairs, the Daily has assembled a brief 
summary of what was discussed and decided 
during city council’s latest regular meeting 
held Monday. 

The city’s big decisions are made by the 
council’s executive committee. Nevertheless, 
for what they are worth, council meetings are 
public and meet about once a month. City 
council next meets October 2 1 at 19h, at city 
hall (at métro Champs de Mars). 

Boycott, Schmoycott 

According to opposition city councillors, 
the city is violating its own anti-apartheid 
policy by granting construction contracts to 
the Tri-zec firm. 

The city adopted a policy in 1 987 against 
contracting out to companies with dealings 
in South Africa or to the South African gov- 
ernment itself. Tri-zec is the landlord for the 
South African consulate. 

“It’s just like all their ‘progressive’ poli- 
cies; the anti-apartheid policy was only for 
public appearance,” said Marvin Rotrand, of 
the Democratic Coalition opposition party. 

The city has said Tri-zec has acted in good 
faith by promising not to renew the consu- 
late’s lease when it runs out in 1994, and is 
hence not affected by the policy. 

The Montréal-Toronto protocol 

In a drive for Canadian unity, city council 
voted to adopt proposals that could increase 
cooperation between the cities of Montréal 
and Toronto. Theresolution surprised many 
observers who had thought the ruling MCM 
was dominated by indépmdcntistes. 

Initiated byToronto mayor Art Eggleton, 
the “protocol” means cooperation between 
the cities on environment and minority is- 
sues. A joint corporation will be formed to 
handle joint economic issues. 

Cyclists irate 

Ci ty executive committee member Thérèse 
Daviau said discussions with South Shore 
municipalities are required in order to au- 
thorize $ 1 2 000 for a bicycle path crossing the 
river. The path, formerly dubbed “La chaînon 
manquante — the missing link,” was com- 
pleted last year at a cost of $550 000. 

But the city’s refusal to pay for security 
guards has prematurely closed the path to 
cyclists this fall. 

“When there are four bridges for cars, why 
must such complicated negotiations be re- 
quired for a single bicycle lane, which is now 
closed,” Claire Morissette, from the bike rights 



group Le Monde à Bicyclette, asked during 
the council meeting. 

“Considering $1.2 million was spent on 
the Auto Racing Motorway — used only ten 
days a year — we are not talking a consider- 
able amount.” 

Daviau also refused to comment on the 
viability of a bicycle path crossing downtown 
alongde Maisonneuve street. The city prom- 
ised to begin construction on the path last 
year. 

Falaise causes malaise 

Members of Montréal’s blue-collar union 
raised a fussduringcouncil’squestion period 
about how the City administration tolerates 
toxic- waste dumping off the St. Jacques cliffs 
in the west end. 

Illegal dumping of garbage and snow has 
caused the cliff walls to deteriorate and piles 
of refuse to accumulate at the cliffs base. 

“The city’s own staff describes fences 
ripped or completely buried by illegal dump- 
ing and illegal sewage pipes, discharging oil 
and grease on the face of the cliff," said Sam 
Boskey, Democratic’ Coalition member for 
Décarie. 

The St. Jacques cliffs have been on the 
city’s agenda since the provincial environ- 
ment ministry warned the city to prevent 
illegal dumping along the escarpment. The 
city didn’t comply with the warning and the 
cliff continues to erode. 

In a related development, the city an- 
nounced plans to invest $1.6 million to 
convert the cliffs and bordering land into a 
park with bicycle and cross-country ski trails. 
The project was announced Monday in the 
city’s capital-works plan. 

Small parks disappear 

By deciding not to resume a development 
ban on an empty downtown lot, the city is 
violating its own “Green Belt” plan, charged 
opposition councillors. The original park plan 
promised seven new parks for the park-starved 
downtown district. 

But the city has cited a tight financial 
squeeze as an excuse for eliminating plans for 
all but one of the parks, which is now under 
construction near Berri-UQAM métro. 

“I can understand the funding excuse,” 
councillor Rotrand said, “but the city should 
act by means of priority. Instead of paving 
Old Montréal’s streets with granite, it should 
establish parks in areas that are seriously 
desperate for green-space.”

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Engineers plan solar car 

Beating the clock under the sun

McGill University has tradi- 
tionally been at the hindfront of 
environmentally-friendly techno- 
logical developments. Now, a group 
of undergraduate engineering stu- 
dents has attempted to put McGill 
“back in the race” with the devel- 
opment of the school’s first solar 
car. 

The car is being designed to 
compete in the American “Race de 
Soleil”, a gasoline-free trek from 
Albany, New York to Plymouth, 
Massachusetts. 

“She is called Ra Power, after the 
ancient Egyptian sun goddess,” 
explained Joey Mennitto, project 
coordinator and engineering stu- 
dent, “and her mission is to get 
from A to B as fast as possible.” 

The project began last year in a 
paper for an electrical engineering 
class. Up to now, some 600 hours 
have been spent on the car’s design 
and fabrication, and the students 
hope to raise over 560,000 for its 
construction and participation in 
the race. 



The car contains a predomi- 
nately hand-designed and crafted 
aluminum frame and body. The 20 
foot body is moulded from Nomex 
and Kevlar, a puncturc-resistcnt 
material used on canoes. 

The solar panel which powers 
the car’s electric motor is mounted 
on the vehicle’s back. Despite the 
panel’s small size — eight square 
meters — itcan produce 1000 Watts 
of power, allowing the car to reach 
velocities as high as 100 km/h. 

Compensatingforperiodswhen 
clouds block the sun’s rays or when 
extra power is needed to climb hills 
are recurrent problems encoun- 
tered by solar car advocates. 
Although energy not required for 
immediatcuseisdirected to storage 
batteries, prototype solar cars are 
often idle by the roadside, waiting 
for a clear sky. 

Contrary to standard gasoline- 
powered vehicles which channel 
power with gear systems, Ra Power 
is driven by belts. 

“Basically, I’ll put the pedal to 
the metal and keep it there,” said 
Michael Johnston, the car’s driver 



providing the car makes it to the 
race. 

“Our main hurdle now is fi- 
nancial,” said Bruce Hill, who is 
responsible for the project’s 
fundraising. “We are looking for 
support from alumni, the Minister 
of Technology, and various com- 
panies.” The team has already 
received limited support from 
Alcan, Dupont, and Hydro-Que- 
bec. 

Although “Ra Power” is a track 
model and not designed for road 
travel, it is an important step to- 
wards a replacement for thegasoline 
automobile. “We have to begin 
somewhere, and participitating in 
this race will give us the exposure 
we need,” said Hill. y

Students want peek at course evaluations

Students’ Society intends to 
publish an “anti-calendar” next 
summer, pending Senate approval 
this October. 

Course evaluations results 
completed by McGill students each 
term will be compiled in a hand- 
book and made available to 
students, according to a Students’ 
Society member. 

“The departments’ inconsist- 
ency in publishing the evaluation 
results is the reason we feel the need 
for students to have a standard 
university evaluation guide," said 
Rosalyn Ward-Smith, Student So- 
ciety’s VP University Affairs. 
“Considering students fill out these 
evaluations, it only makes sense that 
they should be made available to 
us.” 

Although some departments do 
publish theseresults, others — such 
as thedepartment of Economics — 
do not. 

Student Society’s first step will 
be to make sure that the results 
from all departments are made 
available to the public. They then 
hope to compile the results from all 
the departments in an ‘anti-calen- 
dar’. 

But students will probably have 
to wait longer than next summer 
for these handbooks, because they 
must be approved by the Senate, 
the departments and expecially by 
the professors. 

Some staff and administration 
are concerned that the proposed 
calender will include comments 
going beyond criticism of course 
material. “Students should not use 
the calander to punish professors,” 
said History Professor Thomas 



Keirstead. Keirstead said he would 
have no objections to such a hand- 
book providing it didn’t act as a 
popularity contest between pro- 
fessors. 

Professor Jagdish Handa, As- 
sociate Dean ofStudent Affairs, said 



he welcomed the handbook and 
saw no problem with it being ap- 
proved by Senate. But he added 
that some students would let per- 
sonal bias get in the way when 
evaluating professors. 

According to Ward-Smith, 



Students’s Society was optomistic 
the handbook would be approved 
by the professor-dominated Sen- 
ate. 

“Although it’s hard to pin down 
a figure, though I’d say our chances 
are 50-50 of getting the handbook 



approved," she said. 

If approved, the handbook’s 
costs will be covered by advertis- 
ing. According to Ward-Smith, any 
shortfall will be covered by charg- 
ing students several dollars for the 
handbook.

The 
administration wants to tempo- 
rarily suspend the programme, but 
CUEW members fear it is an at- 
tempt to eliminate the programme, 
Watson said.

York T.A.s may pick up pickets for 
wages / smaller class sizes 



TORONTO (CUP)-York Uni- 
versity teaching assistants may 
strike this fall if the university fails 
to meet their wage demands, said 
union representitives. 

The 2000 TAs and part-time 
professors, members of the Cana- 
dian Union of Educational Workers 
(CUEW), are angry because the 
university’s offer is lower than the 
settlement reached with full-time 
faculty and librarians. Tradition- 
ally, deals offered to CUEW are on 
par with those reached with the 
faculty association. 

The faculty association reached 
a deal early this summer with the 
university which included a nine 
per cent increase in salaries and 
benefits. However, the administra- 
tion has only offered CUEW a 5.8 
per cent pay hike. 

CUEW negotiator Margaret 
Watson said union members could 
strike if the university doesn’t im- 
prove its offer. “We expected to do 
just as well,” she said. 

Administration negotiator Paula 
O’Riley said the university is not 
bound to meet the deal.

Norton calls for action against elites

The profit-making activities of a 
small number of Canadians 
threaten the lives of thousands of 
first nations peoples at James Bay 
and elsewhere in Canada, said 
Kahnawake G rand Chief Joe Norton 
at a talk at McGill on Monday. 

Norton devoted much of his talk 
to the issue of political activism to 
protest Hydro-Québec’s SI 2.6- 
billion hydrodevelopment at James 
Bay. The development, which pro- 
poses to flood an area the size of 
Lake Ontario, will only benefit a 
small elite of Canadians, he said. 
The project would also have a 
negative environmental repercus- 
sions all over the world. 

But the issue of James Bay tran- 
scends the sovereignty aspirations 
of the first peoples, Norton said. 

“The land is everything to us. 
But it’s not only a native concern. 
It’s a human concern.” 

Norton’s words had special 
resonance at McGill, where a new 
S700 000 research centre in envi- 
ronmental ethics was recently 
announced by Hydro-Québec. The 
move was widely denounced as a 
P.R. ploy. 

Norton pleaded with audience 
members to speak out in protest 



over the way a small elite in Canada 
controls the fates of the majority of 
the population, as well as the lives 
of first nations peoples. 

“Is there really democracy in 
North America where we can receive 
justice,” he asked. “Is it a system 
which will bring change for the bet- 
ter?" 

Norton said that Canada’s 
“supposed democracy” is in the 
hands of a small elite group of 
millionaires, industrialists and 
lawyers. 

Challenging the system of 
money-making should be the first 
priority of Canadians. “We must 
exercise every right to challenge the 
powers that be.” 

Norton warned that this coun- 
try’s elites do not takedissent lightly 
— often responding with trun- 
cheons and handcuffs — but that 
political activism is vital to the 
preservation of life. 

According to Norton, the world 
can halt its slide into self-destruc- 
tion by looking to native 
philosophy. 

Among other things, this phi- 
losophy involves not reducing the 
meaning of life to materialism and 
money. “The true purposes of life 
are in the mind and in the heart.” 

Norton contrasted elitist ten- 



dencies in Canada’s political struc- 
ture with native principles of 
egalitarianism. Hecited the Iroquois 
Confederacy’s philosophy of liberty 
and equality and its influences on 
French and American revolution- 
aries. 

He ended his speech by empha- 
sizing the ability of the first nations 
to survive in the face of an alien 
culture and unfriendly govern- 
ments. 

“After 400 years, we’re still here. 
People have to come to terms with 
the two realities and different views 
dealing with land." 

He invoked the symbolism of 
the Two-Row-Wampum treaty 
signed with the Dutch in the 17th 
century. “Natives and Canadians 
must view their relations as two 
distinct vessels, a canoe and a tall 
ship, travelling the river of life and 
sharing the abundance of this great 
land.” 

Never, he said, do they cross nor 
dominate one another. They remain 
linked by three chains: peace, har- 
mony and justice. The struggle is 
“tofindharmonysothechainsdon’t 
break,” he said. “We can’t become 
you, but we can live together.”

In a letter to the editor on Sep- 
tember 16, Erik Block attacked the 
Daily for “double standards 
grounded in malice.”

If we are to rely on the opinions 
offered to us by Mr Block we are 
given no choice but to believe that 
in order to condemn the actions of 
the Israeli government we must also 
condemn all Jews. In other words, 
Block’s letter is a wonderful agent 
in promoting what he claims to dis- 



dain, anti-semitism.

Globe & Mail Style Guide , and for the french version, with the guide 
lines of la Commission de la langue française." 

In 1988 the PGSS Council adopted a bilingual policy, requiring the 
constitution to be translated. A French translation has been reviewed 
and is now ready for ratification by the general membership. The texl 
of translation is available at Thomson House.
